New Budget's 
6Skin-Tight'

A budget of $11.6 million 
described by school officials 
as "skin lighl," was approved 
by Ihe Board of Educalion 
Tuesday night. The budget in­ 
cludes salary raises of ap­ 
proximately five per cent for 
all employees.

Formal hearings on 'the 
1959-60 budget, but will have 
a Vi per cent reserve to take 
care of unexpected situations 
or emergencies.

INFLATION, increasing en­ 
rollment, and larger numbers 
of high school students were 
cited as main reasons for the 
increase this year.

Minimum teacher's salaries 
were hiked from $4740 to 
$5000, while maximums were 
moved from $8203 to $8723. 
Non-teaching employees will 
receive raises approximating
five per cenl.

"IF WE ARE to hire and 

keep good teachers and other 
employees, we must raise sa­ 
laries," declares Superinten­ 
dent J. H. Hull. "Most neigh­ 
boring districts have raised

salaries. Federal, slate, and 
city employees also recently 
received salary increases, 
we are to avoid being forced 
to take the employees no one 
else wants, we too must raise 
salaries."

The salary raise was consi­ 
dered important enough to cut 
reserves sharply. Personnel 
Director Robert Norton 
ported that the district must 
hire 60 teachers to complete 
school rosters before Septem­ 
ber and thai wolhout the raise, 
it was a litlle hard lo gel 
those best qualified.

THE BUDGET anticipates 
collection of a 10-cent com­ 
munity service tax, legally au­ 
thorized, but never before col­ 
lected by the local school dis­ 
trict. The only other factor 
affecling the present school 
tax rate would be changes in 
the building bond rates set 
by the County Board of Super­ 
visors. Last year's tax rate 
was $3.49 per $100 assessed 
valuation.

The dealers contend that the 
stamps are forcing small sta­ 
tions out of business.

One Torrance dealer report­ 
ed that he pays $11.50 for the 
same number of stamps that 
markets buy for $8.50. Other 
dealers described the stamp 
plan as a "Frankenstein mon­ 
ster" that has brought econo­ 
mic ruin because dealers can 
not raise prices to cover the 
stamps.

LOCAL operators r e p o r I 
Ihat their cost for the stamps 
is from $300 to $600 per 
month. They say lhal Ihis 
money would olherwise be 
profit.

All but a few stalions in 
the downtown Torrance area 
have taken in their signs and 
posted notices in their sta­ 
tions. A few stations, however, 
continue to give the stamps. 
Some dealers contend that 
they were forced to give the 
stamps in order to compete 
with stalions in the area. One 
dealer, who still has his'signs 
up. retorted that he wished lo 
run his own business.

China will be emphasized even

Basing his remarks on re­ 
ports of U.S. Inlellgcnce ex­ 
perts, the Hawaiian Congress­ 
man stressed the insiduous 
dangers of Red China, stating 
that its Artnv was bigger than 
that of the United States Bri­ 
tain, and France combined; 
that it had the world's Ihird 
largest air force; and that in 
10 years, it will have the 
world's largest industrial 
force.

ASKED LATER by newsmen 
f Ihe "alomic device" which 
J.S. experls expecl Red China 
:o explode would be furnished 
jy Russians, Rep. Inouye shrug- 
jed.

"I can't say, but I think you 
can draw your own conclu­ 
sions," he replied.
